Spending the taxpayer’s money — huge sums of it — 
for federal electric power projects is supposed to be good 
politics. It’s supposed to make the people of the areas in¬ 
volved deliriously happy and loyal to their elected repre¬ 
sentatives. 

But this is not always the case. A good many people 
— Including editors — are growing more and more doubt¬ 
ful about this kind of politically-motivated spending. 

Up in Maine, for instance, a federal power dam is pro¬ 
posed which would cost something like $300 million. Accord¬ 
ing to authorities, there Is no earthly need for It — investor- 
owned utilities In the state are planning projects which 
will produce more power at about one quarter of the cost. 
And this situation brought some compelling words from the 
Advertiser-Democrat of Norway, Maine. ( 

It said: "The mere spending of 300 millions or more 
in this state is not going to reduce our light bills . . . 
We are seriously disappointed In our elected officials who 
are pushing so hard for the passage of this useless project. 

“These same legislators would be doing well for their 
constituents if they would put as much effort getting the 
government out of business, not deeper and deeper into 
business and in debt for visionary projects not backed 
up by facts and figures. 

“These legislators of our are voting us Into Socialism 
at a rate of speed that Is frightening. Where will it stop?” 

TTiat Is a good question. And the answer is this: It 
won’t stop — until and unless an informed and determined 
electorate demands that It stop.
